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As Defendant In Federal Suit 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, June 14, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise, and 
voted’ unanimously to ask a federal 
judge to name the State of Alabama as a 
co-defendant in a federal lawsuit filed 
by a state work release inmate against 
the county over unconstitutional condi- 
tions at the county jail in Elba. 

“We got a letter from the courts last 
week informing the commission the suit 
was alive and well,"’ stated County 
Attorney Warren Rowe, ‘and we are 
needing to do something about the jail 
soon. This suit is starting to get cranked 
up."’ 
The commission discussed the fed- 
eral suit, and then voted to ask for the 
state to be listed as a co-defendant, and 
also asked the federal court to remove 
all state prisoners from the county jail, 
and to prevent the state from placing 
prisoners in the Coffee County Jail in 
the future.” 

Monday’s meeting began at 10:00 
a.m. with the first order of business 
being the opening of bids. Bids on two 
trucks were received from: Dowling 
Truck & Tractor--$26,750; Ray Hughes 
Chevrolet--$28,447.66; and Cook Chev- 
rolet--$25,933.66. The commission 
tabled accepting the low bid until the 
next meeting to give it time to discuss 
finances with local banks. 

Bids on rotary cutters were received 
from two companies and included a bid 
ot $7,100 from Elba Tractor Company, 
and three bids of $7,167.63; $7,747.20; 
and $8,085.56 from Rose Hill Tractor 
Company. The~ commission voted to 
accept the low bid that met specifica- 
tions and left that decision up to the 
County Road Superintendent. 

Seven companies bid on a front-end 
loader, and the bids were on equipment 
classified as ‘new, used, and demon- 
strator,”’ with the seven companies 
including a total of 16 different prices. 
Sending bids were Windham Power 
Lifts, Jeffcoat Equipment, Ray Brooks 
Machinery, Burford Equipment, Leary 
& Owens Tractor Equipment Company 
and Cowan Equipment Company. The 
commission tabled awarding a contract 
until the next meeting, again to provide 
time to discuss funds with local banks. 

Buddy Devaughan, the director of a 
summer workshop for retarded and 
handicapped students, asked the com- 
mission for a donation to fielp fund the 
program. The annual program provides 
recreation for students on a one-on-one 
basis, and projects an operating budget 
of $4,000. The commission agreed to 
donate $1,000 to the program. 

Mr. Renis Jones, the architect hired 
to design a new county jail, was at the 
meeting and explained what require- 
ments would be needed in a topographic 
map of the site on which the jail is to be 
built. 

Mr. Charles Hubbara, a represen- 
tative of Stern, Agee & Leach, passed 
out a detailed debt service program, 
including 10-15-20 year schedules on 
the sale of bonds. 

“Obviously,” stated Hubbard, 
“there is not enoygh money in the 
county’s road and bridge fund to cover 
the indebtedness. The proposed reap- 
praisal could help some, but the exact 
figure is still up in the air. I think Cofee 

~ County’s situation is common to other 


counties in the state; tunds are just not 
available." 

. Jones told the commission, ‘Several 
cotnties nave recently passed” a tax to 
provide funds for construction of new 
jails, and I have received a legal opinion 
that such a tax would be legal here. 
There is a difference of opinion between 
the current attorney general and his 
predecessor, and the only way to clear it 
up is to test it in court."’ 

The commission failed to discuss 
Jones’ opinion and told him the new 
county jail would house 31 inmates 
(with room for 38) and to work with the 
surveying company to get a topographic 
map, so the facility could be drawn up 
on paper. 

In other action at Monday’s meet- 
ing, the commission: 

***named Frank Charlton as the new 
county engineer, effective June 14; 
***agreed to use a program offered by 
Biological Fly Control to combat the fly 


problem at the county landfill (at a cost 
of $29 every two weeks); 

**%was told it didn’t have to take action’ 
OW'védrawing district boundaries until 
final court approval is received; 
***gave the Elba Water & Electric 
Board permission to instail water lines 
on country right-of-way; 

***approved the yearly tax settlement 
of the County Revenue Department; 
*** announced the Board of Equilization 
would meet every Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday from 9:00 a.m. until 3:00 
p.m. at the conference room in the Farm 
Center; 

**tagreed to hire operators for use in 
bushhogging county right-of-way; 
***named Commissioner Eugene Brad- 
ley as the supervisor of the work crew 
doing the bushhogging; 

***agreed to let the Jack Water 
Authority use the voting house in Beat 
15 (the authority would pay all utilities); 
***and paid bills. 


Training Facility For Retarded 


Adults Opened In Enterprise 


A special training facility for men- 
tally retarded adults living in the Coffee 
County area was officially opened in 
Enterprise on Monday, June 2, with 
actual training programs expected to 
start in early July. 

ine facility, to be operated by the 
South Central Alabama Mental Health 
Board, includes over 6,000 square feet 
divided into ten rooms and two garages. 
The building formerly housed a police 
driving academy, and is located near 
the Enterprise airport. 

Mrs. Lillian Dickson, director of 
Mental Health Services, stated the 
city-leased facility would initially handle 
20 clients who will work in eight general 
areas» Every client will receive training 
in academics, community skills, com- 
mercial skills, self help, self care, 
recreation, pre-vocation and socializa- 
tion. The program will operate five days 
a week, 12 months a year, and 
transportation will be provided. 

The purpose of the center is to 
provide the opportunity for mentally 
retarded persons to gain skills that will 
allow them to live as productive a life as 
possible in the community, to provide 
an alternative to institutionalization and

to provide some relief to the tamily from 
total care of a retarded family mem- 
ber. To be considered for the program, 
a person must be mentally retarded; 
however, he or she may have other 
handicapping conditions in addition to 
mental! retardation.

An additional $18,000 will be needed for 
operational costs to cover the remainder 
of the current fiscal year, with $2,000 
coming in local funds. 

The opening of the facility in 
Enterprise brings the number of train- 
ing centers to three within the local 
four-county area. Other centers are 
located in Greenville and Andalusia. 
The South Central Alabama Mental 
Health Board serves Coffee, Covington, 
Butler and Crenshaw Counties.

Judge States Change In Policy 
Would Lead To Cenvictions 


Coffee County's continuing prob- 
lem with the illegal dumping of garbage 
was discussed at a meeting on Monday, 
June 14, and Judge Gary MacAlily 
stated that unless the county began 
prosecuting violators under a more 
widespread statute, it would not get any 
convictions in court. 

The meeting between MacAlily. 
Kenneth Ball, of the County Health 
Department and the Coffee County 
Commission, was called after the com- 
mission received a letter from the 
Attorney General concerning the large 
amount of garbage being dumped in 
ditches and drainage ditches through- 
out the county. The letter reminded the 
commission of its obligation to keep the 
areas clean, and thus, the meeting was 
called to discuss the legal aspects of 
enforcing the statute against dumping. 

“The problem is it is hard to prove 
the actual person charged did indeed 
dump the garbage,’’ said MacAlily. 
**You must prove the person threw or 
put the garbage along the roadway, and 
it is hard to prove! People come to court 
and claim they didn’t actually place the 
garbage in a ditch or on the roadway, 
and as long as the commission works 
under its current statute, you must have 
an eyewitness or concrete evidence to 
get a conviction.” 

“In the past, we compiled a list of 
people not involved in the solid waste 
program as requested by the com- 
mission,"’ said Kenneth Ball, ‘‘and the 
Health Department sent notices to the 
people giving them the choice of using 
the door-to-door garbage pickup service 
or getting a permit to burn or bury their 
garbage. Over 100 residents didn't do 
as requested and we filed warrants. 
However, the Enterprise Grand Jury 
reflS®d -te-return--indictments and, all 
charges were dropped. When that 
happened, I dropped all our cases in 
Elba. If the law is not going to be upheld 
in one division, it isn’t going to be 
upheld in the other.”” 

“IT am not a Circuit Judge and | 
didn’t call the Grand Jury,’’ said 


MacAlily, ‘‘but I can imagine what went 
on. All the cases I’ve heard on this 
subject were tried under a statute in

which it’s hard to get a conviction. 
Another statute would require all 
residents to use the garbage system and 
establish a punishment for those who 


don'ts You may get a conviction under: 


this statute. You will need the coopera- 
tion of the District Attorney's office to 
insure the case will get to court, and 
you must prove all elements of the 
crime or the person will be not guilty.”’ 

A representative of R&R Solid 
Waste, a private contractor working in 
the county who provides door-to-door 
garbage pickup, reported only % of the 
people in the county use the service and 


added his company is losing money due 
to the poor participation. 

**We have had over 360 convictions 
in Geneva County and never had a case 
thrown out,"' stated Ball, ‘‘and because 
of this, almost 80% of the residents use 
the service. The program will work if 
you pursue it, but once you start, all 
you commissioners will be sitting on the 
hot seat!" 

The commission instructed the coun- 
ty attorney to meet with the district 
attorney and express its feelings about 
the garbage problem and to report back 
at the next commission meeting.

« Summer is a good time 
to acquaint children with 
the enjoyment of using a 
library. Point out sections 
of the library where appro- 
priate books are located. 
Obtain a library card and 
encourage youngsters to use 
it. Develop a _ sense of 
responsibility in children by 
having them return books 
on time. 

* Make summer vacations 


a learning experience. Keep 
children busy learning about 
where you will be going and 
what you will be seeing. 

* Make plans to stop at 
historical or geographic 
points of interest on your 
summer excursions. Look 
for places that are covered 
in school textbooks.

Recent Property Reappraisal 


“A recent statewide pro- 
perty reappraisal has caused 
outrage among property 
owners all across the state, 
as many properties have 
been reappraised at a much 
higher value than their pre- 
vious appraisal,’’ said Ted 
Copeland, Montgomery, 
President of the Alabama 
Association of Realtors. 

“We have heard num- 
erous complaints from pro- 
perty owners all across the 
State and they want to know 
the proper procedure by 
which they can protest their 
reappraisal,’’ he said. The 
Alabama Association of Real- 
tors represents over 7,000 
Realtors in Alabama and the 
Association's main concern 
is the protection of private 
property rights and to re- 
present property owners. 


Owners Protest | 


A procedure has been 
designed that individuals 
should follow to protest their 
reappraisal if they feel that 
their new appraised value is 
too high. Also, a statewide 
campaign is being launched 
to inform property owners of 
the proper method to chall- 
enge their reappraisals. 


1. Call the number on 
your assessment notice and 
request a meeting. Confirm 
the appointment in a letter to 
the Tax Assessor's office. 

2. Present the facts that 
show the assessment to be 
unreasonable at the meeting. 
Youwill then receive another 
notice, inthe mail, after your 
information has been con- 
sidered. 

3. If you are still dis- 
Satisfied, request, in writing, 


===] 


an appearance before the 
County Board of Equalization 
and present the facts once 
more. 


4. If relief is still not 
forthcoming, appeal to the 
Circuit Court for a determi- 
nation from a jury. This will 
be a lengthy process due to a 
backlog of similar cases. 


Additional tips that Cope- 
land offered were to present 
your case verbally but pro- 
fice written information to 
leave with the appraiser. 
Make sure your information 
is material and pertinent. 
Keep in mind that the ap- 
praisal may be based on the 
orginal cost of the property, 
its current market value or 
the income derived from it, 
or all of these factors.

Hardwoods are limited 
and include the following 
species: Baldcypress, Black 
Walnut, Catalpa, Dogwood, 
Hickory, Sycamore, Sweet- 
gum, White Ash, Yellow

Quantities of all seedlings 
shouid be requested in mul- 
tiples of 500.

Conservation Dept. offers tips 


to fishermen with possible 
record - breaking catches 


That's a mighty big fish 
for that species! Maybe it's 
en a record-breaker, but 
you'll never know if, before 
taving it officially weighed, 


you cat the fish or mount it. 
You can chuckle, but several 
potential record-breakers ac- 
ually have suffered that 
fare. Can you imagine trying 

prove the fish you ate 
migh have broken the 


record, 

So you ask, ‘What's the 
procedure, what must I do to 
preven! such a nightmare? If 
you or anyone you know 
catches a potential record- 
breaking fish, there is some 
recommended action to take. 

First. be sure to.preserve 

1¢ fish as soon as it is taken 
ue of the water. One of the 
bes’ ways is to pack it in 
crushed or cracked ice prior 
» and before weighing it. 
The fish should also be 
packed in wet ice when 
aking it to fisheries biolo- 
vis's so they can verify the 
species and size. Fish prop- 
erly picked in wet ice shrink 
very little. Under no circum- 
sSsances cook or clean the fish 
before the biologists verify is 

Ceriain procedures must 
be followed to establish an 
ficial record. The fish must 
be weighed on certi- 
fied scales in the presence of 
s. who will be 
required to sign an affidavit

attesting to witnessing the 
weigh-in of the fish. Weigh- 
ing is a very 


important 


clement in the process and 
must be done on certified 
scales. such as postal, meat 
maiket or grocery store type 
scaies, or on one of the scales 
# the Department of Con- 
servation and Natural Re- 
sources. 


Once the fish has been 
properly weighed, it should 
again be packed in wet ice, or 
be frozen. You should

serva'ion officer can assist 
vu in contacting the fisher- 
ics biologists. 

In addition to information 

the weigh-in on certified 
svales and the names and

The data will be checked 
against that for the existing 
record fish of that species. If 
a new record is apparent, all 
data will be verified.

FLEAS 

| have had about a dozen 
calls on how to control fleas 
around and inside the house. 
Evidently the month of June 
has been a good month for 
flea reproduction. Fleas are 
usually controlled if you just 
follow some basic rules. 

First spray or dust the 
outside areas around the 
house, including the lawn, 
with Sevin. On the inside of 
the house use one of the 
acrosol type cans to spray 
around rugs, carpets, in cor- 
ners, and in fact, over the 
interior of the house. 

You can repeat both the 
outside and the inside spray- 
ing within 5 to 7 days. 


SOYBEAN PLANTING 

If you know it is going to 
rain in a day or two, it will be 
okay to plant soybeans in dry 
soil. However, most growers 
like to wait until they have 
good moisture before they 
plant. 

Speaking of planting soy- 
beans, be sure to plant 
varieties which will do well in 
this area. A choice variety 
can make a difference of 3 to 
10 busliels per acre. We have 
a list of varicties which 
should be planted at this 
time of year. If you would 
like more information on 
this, please call me.

If you haven't 
Started on your spray sche- 
dule, go ahead and get on it 
as quickly as possible. 

At this time of the year a 
14-day interval between 
spraying is recommended. 
Later in the season. when 
there are ‘frequent rains, you 
will need to lower the inter- 
val to 10 days or even 7 days 
apart when it is raining 
everyday.
